Aſſembly, in their hearty thankfulneſſe for the greac 
ines and care taken by you, in ſecking out the roote 


"and remedies of thoſe monſtrous evils of late happening to both 


Church and Common-wealth ; which although it hath not taken that 
full effet, which was by you deſired, Yet your endeavours was not 
thereby lefſencd,nor are any way( we-hope) diſcouraged. 

As the preſſures ofthe Kingdome are many , ſo are they weighty, 

and at large expreſſed in your late Remonſtrance; amongſt which, as 
thoſe your Petitioners are moſt ſenſible of ( and they, their wives 
and children,too heavily feele the burthen of ) is the decay of Trade, 
and lying till of the Ships, which hath occaſioned many Sea-men to 
leave this land,and ſeeke employment in other Countries, Men-being 
at ſuch a ſtraight that they durſt not adventure their —_ nor eſtates 
in' forraigne parts, in- regard things are notas yet ſetled, neither in 
England nor Ireland;and that the Papiſts remaine as ſtout,ftrong, and 
inſolent,as formerly, Which under fayour they conceive to ariſe, by 
reaſon ofthe continuance of the Vote of the Popiſh Lords and Bt- 
ſhops in the Houſe of Peeres, Your Petitioners having had ſad expe- 
rience by their Travels in Forreigne parts, what evils and miſcries,thar 
Religion, and men of thoſe ſpirits have brought forth ,, which doth 
julily occaſion your Petitioners , utterly to abominate and abhorre 
their Religion, and moſt unjuſt pratiſes. 

From which grounds the Petitioners cannot omit to repreſent un... 
to yourthe greatterrors, and feares, and diltraQtions that they lie un- 
der,ofa ſudden ſurpriſe by their blondy hands, by meanes whereot, 


-vhe trading of the City and Kingdom is-much. more of late decayed, 
-then it hath beene for many yeares paſt ; no man folldwing his trade 
cheerefully,whileſt the lives of himſelfe,and family, and the publique 


fafcty of the Kingdome are in geopardy, and whiles he knoweth not 
how 
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how ſoone they may fecle the fike, cruelty and inhamanity from the 

.Vapitts,and thtar adferents, as chofe-in Ireland have done: whichif e. 

ver it ſhall happen; This Honorable Afſcembly: muſt expe to have a 
deepe ſhare in thigmalice and cruelty, againit whom they have alrea- 
dy by them{elvesfand their abertors endeavoured to raiſe a diſ-reſpe&t 
inthe hearts pfthe people to divide between the Kings Majeſty agd 
the Parliament, 

To the end therefore, that the deſtruftive plots of the Papiits and 
their adherents may be defeared, «the ground of their hopes,and info. 
lences removed , conſiderable torces with expedition ſent to iubdue 

'thoſe abominable and bloudy Rebels in Ireland, The petitioners freed
